found  what  were’  considered  Insuperable  legal 
difficulties.  They  havg  decided  to  go  before 
the  legislatures  of  Pennsylvania  and  New  York 
and  try  to  havs  such  legislation  enacted  as  will 
enable  them  to  carry  out  their  wish. 

The  Education  Commission  by  courtesy  of 
the  banks  was  able  to  pgy  off  the  bonds  matur¬ 
ing  In  May  with  notes  made  by  the  commission  in 
the  expectation  that  the  Churches  raise  this  year 
the  $25,000  apportioned  to  this  purpose  by  the 
State  Convention,  and  that  individuals  who 
have  made  subscription  to  the  Education  Com¬ 
mission  pay  them  promptly.  Don't  forget. 

The  ap|x>rtlonm*nt  for  missions  by  the  North¬ 
ern  Baptists  was  left  at  last  year's  figures.  The

To  our  way  of  thinking  the  Northern  Baptist 

Convention  is  making  a  serious  blunder  In  un¬ 
dertaking  what  they  call  "Standardization  of  the 
Baptist  Ministry."  They  are  endeavoring  to  fix  a 
literary,  theological  and  moral  standard  .  to 
which  every  applh-unt  for  ordination  must  con¬ 
form.  They  say:  "We  suggest  that  we  begin 
with  a  simple  two-year  course  for  those  who 
have  not  already  had  its  equivalent.  That  the- 
outline  required  (a)  text  book  on  the  English 
language,  (b)  a  course  in  the  English  Bible, 
(cl  In  Biblical  Theology,  (d)  In  Baptist  His¬ 
tory,  (e)  In  Homiletics,  (f)  In  Modern  Missions, 
and  (g)  in  Modern  Biblical  School  Work.  That 
examinations  twice  a  year  be  conducted  by  a 
committee  of  each  State  Convention;  that  ordi¬ 
nation  be  postponed,  even  in  the  case  of  one 
who  is  acting  as  pastor  of  a  church,  until  he  has 
completed  the  required  studies.  The  committee 
recommend:  1.  That  every  association  have  a 
committee  on  Ministerial  Standing:  this  com¬ 
mittee  to  secure  s  list  of  all  accredited  ministers 
within  the  bounds  of  the  association;  to  safe¬ 
guard,  so  far  as  possible,  a  pastorless  church 
from  railing  an  unfit  man;  and,  when  Seslred. 
to  co-operate  with  the  local  church  in  a  service 
of  installation  for  a  pastor  of  the  church's 
choice,  thus  formally  expressing  associations! 
endorsement  of  a  pastoral  relation  commending 
Itself  to  the  association.  2.  That  It  be  the  cus¬ 
tom  for  pastors  coming  Into  a  new  association  to 
bring  to  the  committee  on  Ministerial  Standing, 
their  credentials  from  the  committee  on  Minis¬ 
terial  standing  in  the  association  which  they 
leave.  3.  That  State  Conventions  and  national 
records  published  as  In  good  denominational 
standing  the  names  of  such  ministers  only  as 
have  associations!  standing.  4.  That  pastors 
going  from  one  state  to  another,  be  required  to 
produce  their  certificates  of  good  standing,  be¬ 
fore  being  employed  by  any  church  or  other  de¬ 
nominational  unit  operating  within  the  State 
The  State  committee  on  Ordination  might  be 
made  the  General  committee  on  Ministerial 
Standing,  the  assoclational  committee  being  the 
point  of  contact  with  the  local  church."  This 
Is  a  clear  departure  from  the  independent  polity 
o(  Baptist  churches.  That  we  need  a  higher 
standard  in  many  respects  may  be  trne  but  that 
an  outside  body  should  say  to  a  church  you  must 
not  set  apart  a  man  to  the  ministry  unless  he 
conforms  to  our  standard,  or  that  you  must  not 
rail  a  mau  who  does  not  have  the  endorsement 
of  our  machine  is  a  clear  assumption  of  author¬ 
ity  and  undertaking  a  prerogative  which  any 
Baptist  church  has  a  right  to  resent  and  a  duty 
to  resist.

The  Dis¬ 
ciples  of  Christ  and  the  Presbyterian  church 
C.  fv  A.  the  church  sometimes  known  as  the 
Northern  Presbyterian  have  commissions  00 
church  onion  now  carefully  going  over  their 
points  of  agreement  with  a  view  to  uniting. 
Five  bodies  of  Lutherans  met.  through  their 
representatives  in  May.  a  year  ago,  and  came 
to  a  practical  agreement  for  onion  of  the  va¬ 
rious  Lutheran  bodies  represented. 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  toot¬ 
ing  up  heaven  anil  earth  to  bring  about  some 
kind  of  church  union  So  vigorously  have 
they  gone  at  it  that  there  is  real  danger  of  a 
«erioos  breach  in  their  own  ranks.  Mr  J. 
Pierpont  Morgan  has  given  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  to  help  along  this  cause 
So  inspired  were  they  by  this  splendid  gift 
to  to  worthy  a  cause  that  the  Holy  Trinity 
Choreh  of  (  hiraso  took  a  special  offering 
tnd  sent  forward  $1.19  and  tho  Rev.  E.  N. 
Joyner  of  North  Carolina,  made  an  individ¬ 
ual  ‘-ontirbntion  of  twenty-five  cents  (.25) 
to  the  same  cause.  So  say*  the  treasurer's 
r  port.  which  is  before  me  as  I  write. 

What  about  other  parts  of  the  world  t  In 
England  in  this  good  year  of  grace  191 1.  the 
various  Protestant  churches  are  voting  on 
the  proposition  offered  them  by  the  National 
Free  Chureh  Council,  as  a  result  of  a  confer¬ 
ence  bold  in  March.  1916.  to  unite  in  _  single 
body  which  they  are  to  call  the  Federated 
United  Free  Chureh  of  England. 

The  committee  which  has  this  matter  in 
charge  b»«  also  conferred  with  a  committee 
from  the  Church  of  England  appointed  by 
the  Archbishop*  of  Canterbury  and  York, 
and  the  committee  kaf  adopted  a  paper  on 
which  they  have  all  agreed,  one  article  of 
which  reads; 

“That  it  is  the  purpose  of  our  Lord  that 
believers  in  Him  should  be,  as  in  the  begin¬ 
ning  they  were,  ooe  risible  society  —his  body 
with  many  members — whieh  in  every  age  and 
plaee  should  maintiin  the  communion  of 
saints  in  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  and  should 
be  capable  of  a  common  witnesa  and  a  eom- 
nu>u  aetiivty 

In  Australia  there  is  a  wide-awake  organ¬ 
ization  known  as  The  Congress  on  I  nion  of 
Churches 

In  India  the  native  churches.  Presbyterian. 
Congregational  and  Wesleyan  Method- 
have  united  and  now  form  a  single  church 
*  In  Korea,  where  the  Methodists  and  Pres¬ 
byterians  have  done  such  a  marvelous  mis¬ 
sion  work  there  has  been  organized  a  sort 
of  National  Church  clearing  house  in  which 
it  has  been  solemnly  decided  '  in  New  York) 
that  a  man’s  beliefs  must  be  regulated  by 
geographical  boundaries.  If  he  lives  in  a  cer¬ 
tain  section  of  Korea  he  must  be  an  Arme¬ 
nian  in  belief.  When  this  order  went  forth 
there  wcjpe  about  four  hundred  Presbyterian 
•  churches  in  the  territory  whieh  was  to  be  the 
.  Method—  branch  of  the  Korean  church. 
They  immediately  became  Armenian  in  theo¬ 


logy  ami  enrolled  themselves  with  the  Meth¬ 
odist  Cavalry  wiag  of  the  army  of  the  I— d. 

That  same  kind  of  program  is  planned  for 
an  the  world  But  in  other  sections  there  are 
two  snags  in  the  way.  When  this  smooth 
program  starts  into  operation  there  stands 
the  Roman  Catholic,  who  holds  to  the  Pope 
and  His  church,  and  the  Baptist,  who  holds 
to  his  Iavrd  and  his  Bible. 

The  influences  at  work  to  bring  about  a 
union  of  the  various  denomination*  at  borne 
and  abroad  are  very  powerful  and  well  or¬ 
ganized.  There  is  st  the  command  of  the 
propaganda  a  very  large  sum  of  money— 
millions  of  dollars  When  this  rnormoaa  snm 
of  mooey  was  made  available  aad  the  char 
ter  was  sought  from  the  Congress  of  the 
I’nited  States,  Congress  refused  to  incorpo¬ 
rate  the  rooeera  an  til  the  objects  were  more 
specifically  stated.  It  is  now  operating  un 
der  a  charter  granted  by  the  state  of  Sew 
York.  From  one  high  up  in  the  ranks  of  the 
authorities  of  misaions  I  have  it  that  when 
the  European  war  broke  out  there  were  isu 
n.iwuons  then  in  both  Japan  aqd  China  amk 
ing  overtures  to  every  educational  institu¬ 
tion  in  the  mission  fields  to  equip  them  aa  1 
give  aa  adequate  amount  for  their  aiainte- 
nsiwe  on  the  one  condition  that  they  eeane  to 
become  ilenominational  in  character  aad  go 
into  a  united  Federal  Chureh  arrangement 

As  I  stated  in  the  opening  sentence  of  the 
quotation  from  the  Biblical  Recorder.  “I  am 
not  a  prophet.”  1  have  stated  the  ground  of 
my  belief.  1  restate  it  In  twenty-five  years 
from  now  there  will  be  three  great  religions 
bodies:  Roman  Catholic.  Bapt—  and  Fed¬ 
erated.  There  will,  of  course,  be  a  number 
of  smaller  bodies,  and  a  number  of  freak  fe- 
ligiona  with  a  tort  of  resemblance  to  Christ 
ianity  The  Federal,  or  United  Federated 
Church,  may  not  have  that  name  But  unless 
I  have  faile  I  utterly  to  read  the  trend  of  the 
tunes  there  is  going  to  he  a  compact  well  or¬ 
ganized.  working  body  made  up  of  the  van 
mn  rhurehes  of  the  world  It  would  aot  he  a 
very  severe  jolt  to  change  the  name  of  The 
Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in 
America  to  The  Federal  Chureh  of  Christ  in 
America  There  would  be  a  few  Haptims 
who  would  he  swept  into  such  a  combination 
fer  efficiency.  The  various  co-operating 
churches  could  all  become  branch  churches. 
As  a  people  we  could  not  become  a  part  of 
an  organization  like  that.  There  in  no  such 
body  aa  “The  Baptist  Church.”  llcnce  “The 
Baptist  Chureh'*  could  not  become  a  part  of 
The  Federal  Church  of  Christ  in  America 

If  anybody  thinks  that  there  is  not  going 
to  be  any  such  compact  working  body  aa  1 
have  mentioned,  it  is  a  free  country;  1  am 
looking  for  that  institution  to  appear  on  the 
scene.  It  appeared  in  other  parts  of  the 
world ;  it  is  now  in  proeews  of  appearing  in 
other  part*  of  the  world ;  there  is  a  mint  of 
money  and  a  powerful  organization  trying  to 
bring  it  about  in  this  country.  I  think  that 
the  effort  will  be  successful  If  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Standard  thinks  that  ki*  people  can 
stay  out  of  this  combination  I  feel  sort-  that 
we  Baptists  win  be  glad  to  have  *ueh  good 
company.  .

Our  state 
schools  seem  to  havi  thrown  down  their  gun 
and  taken  to  cover  which  has  made  it  very 
hard  on  our  other  schools  to  hold  the  men  in 
rank.  It  does  seem  to  me  that  the  last  or¬ 
ganisation  in  our  state  to  get  demoralise i 
and  quit  work  is  our  educational  forces. 
Miasissi|>pi  College  has  gone  about  her  work 
of  organising  an  $rtillery  battery  of  145 
men  in  ten  days  and  mustering  into  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  the  government  our  magnificent 
cadet  band  of  27  members  and  our  class  work 
has  not  ceased  s  day  and  our  final  examina¬ 
tion*  are  in  full  hlaid  this  week.  The  college 
will  do  its  full  duty  |o  the  government  in  this 
great  t-riais  and  in.  addition  to  the  college 
i-laas  work  will  go  forward.  I  am  receiving 
room  deposits  for  iirxt  session  now.  Extra 
efforts  most  be  put  forth  to  fill  the  places 
of  those  fine  red-bl<jnded  patriotic  boys  who 
have  so  nobly  offered,  voluntarily,  their  ser¬ 
vice*  in  the  army.  ;  Away  with  this  oft  re¬ 
peated  and  senselesg  slogan  that  it  is  just  as 
patriotic  to  go  to  tjie  farm  and  grow  corn 
at  $1.75  per  bushel!  (all  of  which  goes  into 
your  own  pocket)  u$  it  is  to  take  your  rifle 
and  go  to  Franee.  Vou  farm  for  the  money 
there  is  in  it.  You  fight  for  your  country  be¬ 
muse  you  love  it.  .Ifter  the  war  is  over  our 
battery  will  be  stationed  permanently  here 
and  will  bring  in  to  the  students  between 
$12,000  and  $15,000  |>er  year.  I  feel  perfeet- 
ly  sure  the  executive*  committee  did  not  make 
a  mistake  in  approving  the  plans.  The  boys 
who  enlist  are  in  thd  finest  arm  of  the  army 
service  and  they  are  held  together  as  a  unit. 
Should  they  lie  sent  to  Franee,  compare  their 
situation  with  the  Other  boys  gathered  up 
und  thrown  into  an'  indiscriminate  mass  of 
m*h  unknown  to  each  other  and  out  of  sym 
pathy.  Then  when  those  fine  fellows  return 
to  us.  seasoned  soldiers,  patriotic  citizens, 
that  same  college  spirit  of  loyalty  the  future 
of  our  work  is  bright. 

I  cannot  deny  that  the  past  eight  weeks 
have  been  filled  with  almost  tragic  anxiety, 
but  with  absolute  confidence  that  God  rules 
and  that  our  own  people  will  be  sympathetic 
and  true  our  faculty  prill  stand  by  the  colors 
and  the  work  shall  proceed  with  all  vigor

-ch&nical,  perfunctory  and  formal  worship. 
It  will  save  uu  from  an  evil  at  the  other  ex¬ 
treme  of  irrationiil  emotionalism,  Not  a  few 
people  suppose  they  are  worshipping  God 
only  when  the  bridle  is  taken  off  of  their 
emotions  and  “feeling”  has  unhindered 
sway.  If  they  “feel  good,”  if  they  are 
happy,  if  they  enjoy  the  service,  they  are  of 
the  opinion  that  it  has  been  a  suecess.  Iset 
it  be  understood  that  no  effort  is  made  here 
to  eradieate  feeling  from  worship,  but  to 
provent  its  being  in  undisputed  control  of  it. 
No  worship  is  what  it  ought  to  be  unless 
men's  emotions  are  deeply  and  powerfully 
stirred.  But  no  worship  is  wholesome  in 
which  the  feelings  alone  are  employed.  If 
the  will  is  not  brought  into  activity,  if  there 
is  no  decision,  no  choice  made,  no  determina¬ 
tion  formed,  no  conclusion  reached  in  which 
-the  feeling  registers  itself,  no  action  secured, 
no  activity  of  life  and  missionary  or  evange¬ 
listic  or  philanthropic  work  accomplished, 
the  service  has  not  simply  been  in  vain,  it 
has  been  hurtful.  Too  often,  the  singing 
and  preaching  and  even  the  praying  operate 
in  the  sphere  of  feeling  alone,  and  the  ser¬ 
vice  becomes  a  sort  of  religious  and  emotion¬ 
al  revelry.  No  service  fulfills  the  Scriptural 
requirement  of  a  rational  liturgy  which  does 
not  leave  us  knowing  more  and  resolved  and 
prepared  to  do  more  than  when  we  began  it. 

To  attain  this  it  must  be  a  personal  and 
individual  matter.  No  matter  how  many 
may  he  gathered  for  worship;  no  matter  who 
the  preacher  may  be,  the  only  permanent  and 
effective  %work  accomplished  is  when  each 
ene  does  like  Paul  exhorts  '  Present  your 
body  to  God  a  living  sacrifice  holy  and  well 
pleasing  to  God  which  is  your  rational 
liturgy.”  This  done  something  more  than 
singing  or  shouting  or  feeling  happy  or  ad¬ 
miration  for  a  stately  ceremonial  has  been  at¬ 
tained.  A  great  way  has  been  traveled  to¬ 
ward  demonstrating  what  is  the  good  and 
well  pleasing  and  perfect  will  of  God. 


NEXT! 


Trees  are  wonderfully  instructive  symbols 
in  the  Bible.  The  scripture  narrative  begins 
with  the  account  of  the  tree  of  life  and  the 
tree  of  the  knowledge  of  good  and  evil,  and 
closes  with  another  reference  to  the  tree  of 
life  All  along  through  the  book  there  is  fro 
ipient  mention  of  trees  in  an  interesting  way. 
Men  have  used  them  as  land  marks  in  the 
past  and  do  to  this  present  time.  Not  all 
trees  are  equally  valuable  and  their  uses  are 
quite  different.  Two  of  these  are  spoken  of 
in  the  Bible  in  a  way  to  contrast  them  in  an 
interesting  and  instructive  fashion,  the  fig 
tree  and  the  juniper  tree.  One  is  the  figure 
of  fruitfulness  and  the  other  of  loneliness 
and  desolation.  Jesus  saw  Nathaniel  under 
flic  fig  tree  and  the  angel  found  Elijah  under 
a  juniper  tree.  One  is  the  place  where  a 
man  sought  and  found  fellowship  with  God 
and  the  other  is  the  place  where  a  man  was 
trying  to  hide  himself  from  God  and  his  ap¬ 
pointed  task.  One  is  a  sytnliol  of  hope,  the 
other  of  despondency,  One  is  a  place  of 
worship  and  praise;  the  other  is  the  resort 
of  wretchedness  and  hopelessness. 

In  our  Christian  lives  wc  are  apt  to  be 


found  under  the  one  or  the  other.  It  is  our 
privilege  to  he  found  worshipyig  tender  our 
own  vine  and  fig  tree,  to  find  it  a  place  of 
refreshment  and  restoration  Nathaniel 
found  it  the  place  which  opened  the  way  for 
him  into  the  kingdom  and  the  knowledge  of 
the  Messiah.  Before  Philip  called  him,  the 
Master  had  seen  him  while  in  the  act  of  pray¬ 
er  under  the  fig  tree.  No  man  can  retire  to 
this  place  of  worship  to  seek  God  hut  Jesus 
sees  him  and  will  call  him.  Precious  nio- 
ments  of  clearer  knowledge  and  enlarging 
vistas  and  greater  strength  are  ours  for  ex¬ 
periences  like  this.  Plant  a  fig  tree  and  find 
your  way  often  to  it  and  you  will  not  need 
to  run  away  to  seek  the  poor  shelter  of  the 
junipers.  The  fruit  and  shade  of  the  retreat 
which  brings  us  close  and  often  to  God  will 
save  us  the  desert  experience.

No  business  or  enterprise  succeeds  that 
does  not  have  always  something  ahead.  It 
would  be  against  all  the  rules  of  business  if 
the  denoininutioiiRl  forces  did  not  have  some 
definite  objective  immediately  before  them — 
some  task  ready  to  be  underttfken  as  soon 
as  another  is  finished.  Now  that  the  budget 
is  adopted  the  burden  will  be  more  evenly 
distributed  through  the  year  and  it  is  hoped 
to  all  the  peopU*.  But  the  plan  of  work  in 
Mississippi  provides  for  special  emphasis  on 
particular  departments  of  the  work  during 
certain  months.  The  next  work  before  us  is 
the  raising  of  $25,000  for  Christian  educa¬ 
tion  and  $6,000  for  ministerial  education,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  resolution  adopted  hy  the 
convention  at  Columbus  It  was  the  hope 
of  the  convention  to  give  these  objects  their 
proper  place  in  our  program  of  work,  just 
as  we  have  undertaken  to  do  with  the  mis¬ 
sionary  interests.  This  will  mean  that  we 
give  practically  tho  same  amounts  in  our 
churches  to  Christian  education  as  to  foreign 
missions.  It  will  certainly  he  necessary  to 
take  the  matter  seriously,  and  in  some  eases 
it  will  be  necessary  to  make  a  new  budget  or 
re-arrange  the  old  one. 

Iaist  year  the  forces  of  our  State,  along 
with  those  of  other  states,  were  lined  up  to 
pay  off  a  mission  debt  incurred  by  work  al¬ 
ready  done  and  the  effort  was  successful. 
This  year  our  own  State1'  is  in  debt  to  the 
amount  of  $25,000  for  buildings  erected  for 
the  use  of  our  colleges.  We  ought  to  meet 
this  obligation  as  heroically  as  we  did  the 
other.  Our  educational  work  has  always 
been  the  support  of  all  the  rest  and  was 
never  so  necessary  as  now.  By  large  gifts 
and  little  we  should  remove  the  burden  from 
these  schools  and  from  those  who  are  stand¬ 
ing  in  the  breech  to  make  their  continuance 
possible  and  their  work  prosperous.

The  Northern  Baptist  Contention  met  at 
Cleveland.  Ohio.  There  were  2,000  present  at 
the  opening.  In  the  welcoming  address  it  was 
said:  This  la  a  Baptist  Convention.  The  time 
has  rome  when  we  should  fulfill  oar  mission. 
The  time  never  will  acme  when  Baptist  funda¬ 
mental  principles  will  be  out  of  date.  We  have 
stood  for  liberty,  for  the  local  church,  for  bap¬ 
tism.  and  many  other  fundamental  principles  ot 
Evangelical  Christianity  We  meet  to  hear  these 
fundamental  principle!  emphasized.  It  Is  to  a 
Baptist  Convention  I  welcome  you.  The  future 
of  the  religious  world  will  not  be  Roman  Cath¬ 
olic,  for  the  Roman  qliurch  is  not  democratic. 
It  will  not  be  Mohammedan,  for  Mohammedan¬ 
ism  Is  not  splritusl.  It  will  not  be  Paganism,  be¬ 
cause  Paganism  Is  not  rational.  We  have  the 
beat  chance  of  all  religious  boldes  In  the  future. 
The  president's  address  sounded  a  strong  patri¬ 
otic  note,  from  which  there  seemed  no  dissent. 
The  various  societies.  (|ve  or  six  In  number,  had 
their  aeparate  meetings.  It  was  decided  that  no 
body  ahonld  serve  more  than  two  consecutive 
years  on  the  executive  tommlttee,  unless  he  is  an 
ex-prealdent  or  officer  of  the  convention.  They 
are  to  have  a  committee  on  men's  organizations, 
one  on  the  relation  of  State  conventions,  one  on 
Social  Service,  one  on  Education,  on  Young  Peo¬ 
ple,  on  Evangelism,  sne  on  Co-ordination  of 
Baptist  bodies  using  foreign  languages.  They 
endorsed  prohibition  aS  a  war  measure  and  the 
establishment  of  a  sanitary  zone  about  army 
ramps  to  protect  the  morals  of  the  soldiers.

'But  our  life  can  be  hid¬ 
den  without  being  conoealed.  "Are  you  a  Chris¬ 
tian?'  ‘asked  Ralph  Ntorton  recently  of  a  bag¬ 
gage-master  on  a  train.

Christian  Education  Day  June  the  24th. 
See  program  on  page  57  of  the  June  number 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  cacher.  We 
want  every  Sunday  school  in  the  state  to  ob¬ 
serve  this  day  and  every  church  to  make  a 
special  effort  for  Christian  Education. 

The  last  meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  was  one  of  the  best,  if  liot  the 
beat,  meeting  we  have  had  in  five  years. 
Problems,  we  were  all  more  or  less  disturbed 
over,  were  settled  amicably  and  without  a 
dissenting  vote.  We  feel  that  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  are  getting  down  to  business  And  just 
as  sure  as  we  do  the  I xml  will  bless  us  in 
our  work.  Ife  will  not  bless  us  if  we ‘do  not. 


The  apportionment  committee  grappled 
more  seriously  this  year  with  the  problem 
of  apportionments  than  ever  before.  That 
committee  spent  all  of  Friday  in  conference. 
It. met  in  the  morning  at  9  o’clock  and  was 
in  session  until  12:25  It  met  in  the  after¬ 
noon  at  2 :30  and  was  in  sessiou  until  5,  and 
all  of  this  time  was  spent  in  the  serious  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  problem  confronting 
Southern  Baptists.  With  all  the  light  before 
it,  that  committee  could  not  see  in  $150,000 
of  the  mark  necessary  to  do  the  work  that 
ought  to  he  done  by  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board.  They  rendered  their  report,  giving 
what  they  felt  could  be  counted  upon.  They 
suggested  to  the  convention  that  tile  matter 
he  'turned  back  to  the  churches  and  that 
every  one  he  urged  to  increase  their  contri¬ 
bution.  The  convention  adopted  their  report 
unanimously,  but  on  Saturday  night,  after 
statements  had  been  made  by  the  secreta¬ 
ries  saying  that  it  was  impossible  to  do  the 
work  on  the  apportionment  fixed,  the  con¬ 
vention  voted  to  increase  the  apportionment 
for  Foreign  Missions  to  $750,000  00  and 
Home  Missions  to  $550,000.00.  Mississippi's 
apportionment,  as  fixed  hy  the  convention, 
is  $26  000.00  for  Home  M  issiomt  1  and  $36,- 
000.00  for  Foreign  Missions.  We  ought  to 
raise  $30,000.00  for  Home  Missions  and  $40,- 
000.00  for  Foreign  Missions.  We  can  do  it  if 
we  will.  Let  us  say  we  can  and  we  will. 


1  have  just  received  a  letter  from  Brother 
T.  I*.  Holcomb,  of  Pontotoc,  Miss.,  in  which 
he  says:  “Our  church  with  great  joy  voted 
to  pay  the  salary  of  a  missionary  this  year 
We  purpose  to  stand  hy  the  cause  of  the 
Master  with  the  same  spirit  that  we  have 
for  our  country.  Rejoice  with  us.”  This  is 
starting  out  in  the  right  direction.  There  is 
absolutely  no  doubt  in  my  mind  hut  what  we 
ran  raise  twice  as  much  money  in  Mississippi 
for  missions  as  we  are  raising,  and  it  would 
not  hurt  our  churches,  but  on  the  other  hand 
would  help  them  if  they  did  it.

Tract  Distribution. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  the  Board  reported  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  two  tract  series:  A  Denominational 
Series  and  an  Evangelistic  Series — twenty- 
two  in  all.  At  that  time  the  first  edition  had

been  exhausted.  Since  that  time  we  have 
had  two  additional  printings,  and  in  all  1,- 
760,000  copies  have  been  published,  and 
practically  all  of  these  have  been  put  into 
circulation.  We  are  now  furnishing  these 
tracts  free  to  all  pastors  upon  application, 
not  only  in  sets  for  general  distribution,  but 
also  in  packages  of  specially  selected  tracts 
for  use  in  the  every-member  canvass  or  re¬ 
vival  meeting.  'During  the  year  this  free 
distribution  of  tracts  has  cost  the  Board 
about  $6,500.00.  Let  us  emphasize  again 
that  these  tracts  are  for  pastors  to  use.  Wc 
want  them  to  be  used.  They  are  free,  the 
only  restriction  being  that  they  shall  be  used 
— not  wasted.  We  arc  ready  to  co-operate 
with  any  pastor  for  an  effective  campaign 
on  his  field. 

Wc  believe  this  to  be  one  of  the  most  far- 
ri  aching  of  the  Board’s  recent  ventures.  We 
had  expected  to  have  ready  by  this  time  an 
additional  scries,  to  be  called  the  Church 
Work  Scries.  Plans  have  been  partly  ma¬ 
tured,  but  the  events  of  the  last  few  months 
have  so  occupied  the  time  of  those  responsi¬ 
ble  for  the  preparation  of  these  new  tracts 
that  it  lias  been  impossible  to  proceed  with 
this  and  other  series.  We  still  have  the  mat¬ 
ter  in  hand,  however,  and  hope  shortly  to 
outline  the  topics  and  writers  of  this  second 
series. 

Our  Periodicals 

The  periodicals  of  the  Board  have  con¬ 
tinued  in  popularity  and  our  sales  have 
greatly  increased.  We  have  made  no  addi¬ 
tion  during  the  last  year  to  our  list  of  publi¬ 
cations  in  the  Uniform  Lessons.  In  the 
Graded  series  we  have  added  a  Third  Year 
Senior  Course  on  the  Old  Testament,  prepar¬ 
ed  by  Dr.  J.  R.  Sampey.  The  most  noticeable 
feature  has  been  the  increase  in  the  sales  of 
the  Graded  periodicals.  The  largest  net  in¬ 
crease  during  the  year  in  any  of  the  depart¬ 
ments  is  to  be  credited  to  the  Graded  peri¬ 
odicals. 

It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the  Board's 
life  is  vitally  connected  with  its  periodicals. 
Our  profits  from  book-making  will  always  be 
meager  and  the  profit  from  church  and  Sun- 
'  day  school  supplies  is  limited.  The  period¬ 
icals.  however,  for  both  the  Uniform  and  the 
Waded  Lessons  are  the  source  to  which  the 
Board  must  look  for  maintaining  its  work. 

Many  improvements  should  be  made  in 
these  periodicals  and  especially  in  connection 
with  the  introduction  of  the  Improved  Uni¬ 
form  Lesso'ns  which  begin  with  1918.  But 
all  ,  ditoriaTplims  must  w.iit  on  the  all  im 
portant  ipicstion  of  increased  costs  and  can 
hardly  he  even  considered  until  we  can  sec 
our  way  iif  the  new  conditions.

The  work  of  the  Baptist  Young  People ’• 
Union  has  continued  with  great  success.  Our 
two  special  field  workers,  Mr.  Arthur  Flake 
and  Mr.  E.  E.  Lee,  have  to  their  credit  a  most 
remarkable  movement  for  young  people’s 
work.  The  Board  has  also  increased  its  ap¬ 
propriations  to  the  states,  and  as  a  result 
several  new  State  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Secretaries 
have  been  put  in  the  field. 

The  relations  between  the  Sunday  School 
Board  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Young  Peo-- 
pie’s  Union  have  been  of  the  most  intimate 
character.  The  great  impetus  in  this  work, 
however,  comes  in  the  various  states  where 
the  B  Y.  P.  U.  work  is  related  directly  to  the 
State  Mission  Boards.  It  is  well  to  under¬ 
stand  that  in  the  South  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work 
has  been  in  a  peculiar  way  related  directly 
to  our  regular  denominational  organizations. 
State  and  city  organizations  have  come  into 
existence  and  proved  wonderfully  servicea¬ 
ble,  yet  the  work  has  been  carried  on  through 
the  State  Boards.  The  close  relationship  of 
all  young  people’s  organizations  with  our 
general  denominational  agencies  has  been 
one  of  the  strong  features  of  our  work  in  the  , 
South,  and  accounts  largely  for  its  pre-emi¬ 
nent  success.  This  has  served  to  make  our 
work  compact,  conservative  and  aggressive. 
The  Sunday  School  Board  has  had  the  most 
intimate  relations  with  all  the  state  workers, 
and  our  pluns  for  young  people’s  work  are 
heartily  co-operated  in  by,  all  these  workers 
on  our  field. 

Special  Days  in  the  8unday  School. 

The  Several  special  days  which  have  be¬ 
come  such  a  feature  of  our  Sunday  school 
life  in  the  South  have  been  carried  through 
during  this  year  as  before.  Missionary  Day 
in  the  Sunday  School  which  is  the  last  Sun¬ 
day  in  March,  is  observed  in  connection  with 
the  Home  and  Foreign  Boards,  who  bear  the 
expense  of  exploitation,  though  we  co-oper¬ 
ate  with  them  in  all  the  plans  and  this  year 
largely  supervised  the  preparation  of  the  ma¬ 
terial  and  its  distribution.  Baptist  State- 
wide-go-to-Sunday  School  Day,  on  the  last 
Sunday  in  September,  is  a  great  rally  and 
state  mission,  day.  In  the  preparation  for 
this  day  we  co-operate  with  a  committee  of 
the  organization  of  State  Secretaries. 

We  shall  this  year,  in  eo-operation  with 
the  Education  Commission,  do  our  part  to 
help  establish  a  new  day,  the  last  Sunday  in 
June,  to  be  devoted  to  Christian  Education. 

A  more  detailed  report  of  this  will  be  made 
by  the  Education  Commission.  We  are  glad 
to  co-operate  with  this  new  official  agency 
of  the  Convention  in  doing  all  in  our  power 
to  bring  this  subject  of  Christian  Education, 
before  our  Sunday  Schools.  Great  things 
ure  expected  through  this  day  in  June  from 
an  educational  standpoint,  though  money  re¬ 
turns  are  expected  in  most  of  the  states. 

By  the  establishment  of  these  three  special 
days  wc  have  been  able  to  relate  the  Sunday 
school  directly  to  our  organized  work  for 
missions  and  education  tVe  hope  ultimately 
some  plan  may  be  worked  out  by. which  the 
Sunday  schools  may  be  as  directly  related  to 
the  philanthropic  work  of  the  denomination.

THOM  \S  JEFFERSON  ON  HIM  CON- 
TEMl*ORAIUKH. 

W.  R.  L.  Smith.  D.  D. 


It  1*  likely  true  that  in  his,  day  no 
other  American  equalled  Thomas  Jef¬ 
ferson  In  the  assldoous  use  of  his  pen. 
Ills  Journal,  recording  the  current 
Incidents  and  reflections  of  more 
than  a  generation.  Is  a  monument  of 
Industry  and  tenacity  of  will.  In  ad¬ 
dition,  he  maintained  an  Immense 
correspondence  to  the  end  of  his 
days,  which  Is  forever'lnterestlng  in 
the  free  expression  of  his  views  of 
men  and  things.  In  these  two  spheres 
there  was  no  clog  of  reserve  or  cau¬ 
tion  to  check  frank  estimates  of  his 
compeers.  Obviously,  he  had  his  eye 
on  posterity  as  he  wrote.  His  ruling 
passion  for  democracy  throbs  on 
every  page.  Equal,  Inallanable  hu¬ 
man  rights  and  government  by  con¬ 
sent  of  the  governed  were  his  touch¬ 
stones  of  political  competency  and 
trustworthiness  This  central  faith 
was  dear  to  him  as  a  religion.  It 
was  the  cement  of  his  friendships  and 
the  spring  of  his  antagonisms,  lie 
was  a  good  hater.  Fierce  criticisms 
and  denunciations  abound  In  hts  jour¬ 
nal  and  correspondence,  but  we  must 
not  unjustly  ascribe  them  to  personal 
considerations.  They  arise,  rather, 
from  what  be  regards  as  Impious  and 
dangerous  departures  from  his  gos¬ 
pel  of  large  human  freedom. 

The  quotations  that  follow  reveal 
some  old  wounds  unhealed  and  some 
partisan  bitterness  not  entirely  abat¬ 
ed. 

From  the  beginning  of  1790  to  the 
end  of  1793  ho  was  secretary  of  state 
In  Washington's  cabinet..  Alexander 
Hamilton  was  secretary  of  the  treas¬ 
ury.  and  General  Knox  was  secretary 
of  war.  The  comments  on  Washing¬ 
ton  extend  over  a  period  of  thirty- 
one  years. 

WaHliington. 

(1793)  He  Is  extremely  affected  by 
newspaper  attacks.  I  think  he  feels 
thes*  more  than  any  man  I  ever 
knew.  General  Knox,  at  the  cabinet 
meeting,  foolishly  told  of  the  absurd 
announcement  In  a  paper  that  "King 
Washington  had  been  guillotined  and 
his  funeral  had  been  arranged."  The 
president  grew  furious  with  passion, 
land  began  to  vindicate  himself,  add¬ 
ing  that  he  "would  rather  be  in  his 
grave  than  be  the  target  of  heartless 
misrepresentation.  He  would  rather 
be  on  his  farm  than  be  emperor  of 
the  world." 

(1797)  Washington  has  been  so 
long  used  to  unlimited  applause  that 
I  he  cannot  brook  contradiction,  or 
I  even  unasked  advice. 

(1$14)  Hla  mind  was  great  and 
powerful,  yet  not  of  the  first  order. 
Ills  Judgment  was  soand,  -his  pru¬ 
dence  profound.  He  had  neither  cop¬ 
iousness  of  ideas,  nor  fluency  of 
speech.  He  could  make  no  speech 
Ion  call. 

(1818)  From  the  moment  of  my 
retirement  from  the  cabinet  In  1794, 
the  Federalists  got  unchecked  hold 
I  on  Washington.  His  memory  was 
falling,  and  the  tone  of  his  mind  be¬ 
gan  to  relax.  Ho  let  others  act  for 
him  Knowing  that  1  disapproved  of 
lay's  British  treaty,  and  nourished 
by  the  malignant  falsehoods  of  my 
neighbor,  Henry  Lee.  he  became 
alienated  from  me  and  the  Republi¬ 
can  party.  He  wrote  letters  to  John 


Adams  and  Carroll  over  which  we 
must  weep,  as  monuments  of  mortal 
decay. 

(18?3)  He  wanted  to  retire  at  the 
end  of  his  first  administration,  but  1 
and  many  friends  urged  him  not  to 
do  so.  He  had  asked  Madison  to  pre¬ 
pare  for  him  some  valedictory  re¬ 
marks.  When  It  was  delivered.  It 
contained  some  of  Madison’s  thoughts 
—others  came  from  Hamilton,  and 
yet  others  from  himself. 

(1824)  The  Federalists,  pretend¬ 
ing  to  be  the  exclusive  friends  of 
Washington,  have  done  what  they 
could  to  Injure  his  character  by 
hanging  theirs  on  it.  His  second 
cabinet  was  entirely  Federal,  so  that 
there  was  no  longer  a  chance  to  hear 
both  sides.  His  measures  were  nat- 1 
urally  anti-Republlcan.  but  Mr.  Pick¬ 
ering  (member  of  the  cabinet)  can¬ 
not  mislead  us  Into  believing  that  he 
was  the  enemy  of  Republicans  and 
their  principles.  Ills  faith  in  the  du¬ 
ration  of  our  government  was  not  as 
strong  as  mine,  but  he  repeatedly  de¬ 
clared  to  me  his  determination  to  see 
that  It  had  a  fair  chance  (or  success; 
would  shed  his  last  drop  of  blood  to 
that  end.  He  made  these  declara¬ 
tions  oftener  because  he  knew  my 
suspicions ,  that  Hamilton  had  other 
views,  and  he  wished  to  quiet  my 
Jealousies  on  the  subject. 

General  Knox. 

I  believe  Knox's  opion  wss  never 
thought  worth  offering  or  asking  for 
when  the  cabinet  was  considering  the 
call  of  Congress.  He  said  It  was 
Washington's  character  and  not  the 
constitution  that  held  the  govern¬ 
ment  together,  hence  we  need  more 
ceremony  and  parade.  He  subscrib¬ 
ed  at  once  to  all  of  Hamilton's  opin¬ 
ions— for  example;  "We  ought  to 
declare  the  French  treaty  void,"  ac- 
knowledtng  at  the  same  time,  like  a 
fool,  that  he  knew  nothing  about  it 
He  has  become  bankrupt  for  $4O0.e 
000,  and  has  sunk  General  Lincoln 
for  $150,000,  which  breaks  him. 

Hamilton. 

He  and  I  were  pitted  against  each 
other  every  day  In  the  cabinet,  HRe 
two  fighting  cocks.  Honest,  disin¬ 
terested.  honorable,  and  yet  under 
thorough  conviction  that  corruption 
la  essential  to  the  government  of  a 
nation.  He  Is  the  colossus  of  the 
Federal  party,  a  host  within  himself 
He  believed  that  In  politics  force  and 
corruption  are  necessary  to  govern¬ 
ment.  He  Is  an  Anglo-maniac  with 
exaggerated  Ideas  of  the  superior  ex¬ 
cellence  of  the  British  constitution 
and  government,  not  considering  that 
the  needs  of  an  agricultural  people 
may  be  different  from  those  of  a 
commercial  people. 

Edmund  ftand«d|kli 
(successor  to  Jefferson  In  Washing¬ 
ton's  cabinet). 

Indecisive,  he  agrees  with  both 
sides,  sAvtng  his  principles  to  one 
party  and  his  practice  to  the  other. 
He  pretended  adherence  to  right,  In¬ 
dependent  of  party:  but  was  really  a 
trimmer  between  parties.  His  resig¬ 
nation  was  really  a  removal. 

Patrick  Henry. 

An  innate  lover  of  liberty,  before 
all  he  maintained  In  Virginia  the 
spirit  of  the  Revolution.  His  influ¬ 
ence  was  with  the  members  from  the 
upper  counties,  and  with  their  sup¬ 
port  he  overawed  and  controlled  the 
cool  but  timid  aristocrats  from  the 
lower  parts  of  the  state.  His  lmagl-

Into  the  domain  of  poetry  and  a 
grateful  posterity  yields  to  the  Il¬ 
lusions  of  harmonious  Ideals.  lofty 
courtesy,  mutual  admiration,  and  un¬ 
selfish  co-operation.  Thene  quota¬ 
tions  from  Jefferson  rudely  dispel  the 
dream;  yet.  underneath  all  those  rug¬ 
ged  contests  and  acrimonious  de¬ 
bates;  behind  those  bitter  Jealousies 
and  uncouth  manners,  there  lives  the 
spirit  of  freedom  and  patriotic  devo¬ 
tion.

To  protect  the  rights  (It  conscience 
against  every  attempt  to  Invade 
them; 

To  maintain  our  Christian  institu¬ 
tions  and  a'tivltlos  unimpaired,  that 
the  soul  of  our  nation  may  be  nour¬ 
ished  and  renewed  through  the  wor¬ 


ship  and' service  of  Almighty  God; 

To  guard  the  gains  of  education, 
of  social  progress  and  economic  free¬ 
dom.  won  at  so  great  a  cost,  and  to 
make  full  use  of  the  occasion  to  set 
them  still  further  forward,  even  by 
and  through  the  war; 

To  keep  the  open  mind  and  the 
forward  look,  that  the  lessons  learn¬ 
ed  in  war  may  not  be  forgotten  when 
comes  that  Just  and  sacred  peace  for 
which  we  pray; 

Above  all,  to  call  men  everywhere 
to  new  obedience  to  the  will  of  our 
Father  God,  who  In  Christ  has  given 
Himself  In  supreme  self-sacrifice  for 
the  redemptlqn  of  the  world,  and 
w  ho  Invites  us  to  share  with  Him 
Ills  ministry  of  reconciliation. 

To  such  service  we  would  summon 
our  fellow-Chrlstlans  of  every  name 
In  Ibis  spirit  we  would  dedicate  our¬ 
selves  and  all  that,  we  have  to  the 
nation's  cause.  With  this  hope  we 
would  Join  hand*  with  all  men  of 
good-will  of  every  land  and  race,  to 
rebuild  on  this  war-ridden  and  des¬ 
olated  earth  the  commonwealth  of 
mankind,  and  make  of  the  kingdoms 
of  the  world  the  kingdom  of  the 
Christ. 


THE  WAV,  TIIK  TRUTH,  THE 
I. IKE. 

John  14:11.

The  disciples  were  bewildered  by 
the  blase  of  light  Into  which  they  had 
just  come.  Jesus  had  been  telling 
them  that  He  was  going  away  to  pre¬ 
pare  a  place  for  them,  and  that  he 
would  come  again  and  receive  them 
unto  Himself. 

He  had  also  spoken  about  Hts  ap¬ 
proaching  suffering  and  death,  and 
had  said  that  He  would  rise  again 
front  the  dead. 

They  thoug  it  the  kingdom  He  was 
about  to  e«tuh]J*h  was  a  kingdom  of 
great  worldly  glory.  They  expected 
to  share  In  that  glory  and  were  anx¬ 
ious  to  secure  high  and  honorable 
plares.  But  all  these  strange  words 
were  confusing.  How  could  He  leave 
them?  How  could  He  die  without 
their  losing  all?  They  were  trusting 
Him.  but  He  was  about  to  go  away, 
to  return  to  the  Father.  What  did 
It  all  meau? 

When  Jesus  said,  "Whither  I  go 
ye  know  and  the  way  ye  know,” 
Thomas,  honest  man  that  he  was. 
protested  that  they  did  not  know 
He  was  going  and  asked.  "How  can 
we  know  the  way?" 

This  question  brought  out  the 
words  of  the  text,  words  overflowing 
with  evangelical  truth,  “J  am  the 
way.  the  truth  and  the  life;  no  man 
cometh  unto  the  Father,  but  by  me." 

We.  too.  have  our  ideas  of  success, 
of  what  constitutes  our  kingdom  in 
this  world.  Borne  of  us  are  anxious 
to  become  wealthy;  we  dream  of  be¬ 
ing  millionaires;  others  have  dreams 
of  fame  and  worldly  honors. 

But  when  we  hear  these  words  of 
Jesus,  all  our  ambitions  melt  away. 
There  Is  a  higher  life,  a  more  lasting 
destiny,  an  Inheritance  that  is  far 
above  all  worldly  honor.  And  when 
we  ask  how  all  this  I*  to  be  gained? 
How  can  we  find  these  true  riches' 
Where  Is  the  road  that  leads  to  this 
kingdom?  Jesus  answered  as  He  an¬ 
swered  Thomas,  "1  am  the  way,  the 


truth,  and  the  life:  no  man  cometh 
unto  the  Father  but  by  me." 

I  do  not  here  wish  to  discuss  any 
theological  question.  I  am  not  going 
to  speak  of  the  mysteries  of  the  In¬ 
carnation  or  the  atonement.  It  Is 
not  necessary  that  we  understand  the 
deep  things  of  God  that  we  may  find 
the  way  to  God  and  heaven. 

Suppose  you  had  gone  to  school, 
and  had  never  learned  of  the  great 
countries  beyond  the  Atlantic  ocean. I 
knew  nothing  of  the  riches  and  civ 
lllxatlon  of  Europe,  Its  great  cities.  I  j 
art  galleries,  etc.  Some  traveler 
conies  and  tells  you  all  about  it  and 
rays.  "I’m  going  to  that  country.  And 
I  shall  prepare  a  place  for  you.  and 
I  will  send  for  you  after  a  while,  and 
you  will  live  with  me  In  the  midst  of 
all  that  high  civilization,  and  you 
know  the  place  and  the  way  to 
reach  It.” 

You  would  answer  Just  as  Thomas 
did,  "I  do  not  know  where  you  are 
going,  and  how  ran  I  know  the 
way?” 

Then  the  stranger  would  put  a 
ticket  Into  your  hand  and  say,  “Take 
this  ticket,  It  will  secure  your  pas¬ 
sage.  It  la  a  written  contract  made 
with  one  of  the  great  transportation 
companies.  And  all  you  are  required 
to  do*  is  to  take  it,  and  trust  to  It.  It 
will  carry  you  safely  through." 

It  calk  for  transportation  from 
this  city  to  New  York  by  rail,  and 
from  New  York  to  Liverpool  by 
steamship,  with  all  your  wanla  by  the 
way  fully  supplied.” 

You  do  not  need  to  be  a  civil  en¬ 
gineer  and  to  understand  all  about 
the  construction  of  a  railroad  before 
you  can  travel  all  t&.>way  on  sucb 
a  ticket.  You  do  noUneed  to  be  a 
shipbuilder  and  know  all  about  the 
construction  of  a  modern  steamship 
before  you  go. 

Just  so  you  do  not  need  to  know  all 
about  the  mysteries  of  salvation  be¬ 
fore  you  can  be  saved  simply  by 
trusting  In  Jesus  Christ.  If  you  have 
the  tickets  and  are  willing  to  go,  that 
Is  all  that  Is  necessary.  The  com¬ 
pany  will  provide  all  you  need  on 
the  way.  They  will  furnish  the  meals 
and  the  lodgings:  they  will  carry  you 
over  the  sea.  and  give  you  a  good 
stateroom.  The  transportation  com¬ 
pany  Is  the  way.  and  unless  you  ac¬ 
cept  the  services  of  some  such  com¬ 
pany  you  can  never  make  the  trip. 

Some  men  may  come  along  with  a 
flying  machine,  which  be  tblnka  Is 
safe  enough  for  passage  over  the  con¬ 
tinent  and  acroaa  the  ocean:  but  no 
one  has  ever  made  the  trip  In  such 
a  machine.  Another  may  tell  you 
that  you  may  easily  walk,  that  the 
mountains  are  not  very  high  and  the 
ocean  Is  not  very  deep  and  that  you 
can  wade  across:  but  no  one  has  ever 
made  the  trip  that  way.  Another, 
with  his  automobile,  proposes  that 
you  trust  yourself  to  his  machine, 
saying  that  you  can  accumulate  suf¬ 
ficient  momentum  before  you  reach 
the  ocean  to  carry  you  across  on  the 
surface  of  the  waters  without  sinking 
— but  there  Is  the  difficulty,  no  one 
has  gone  that  way,  and  all  these  sug¬ 
gestions  reveal  the  grossest  Ignorance 
of  the  conditions  that  prevail. 

So  there  are  many  who  have  some 
new  way  of  going  to  heaven — -they  I 
think  they  can  go  without  the  help 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.
